PROFESSOR JENKS’ VIEW. 


America bas assumed addi. 
tional responsibilities a¢ a world 
Power and cannot morally shirk 
theese reaponsibilities, according 
to Prof. Jeremiah W. Jonks, of 
New York University, who gave 
the first ofa series of threelectures 
on the new relations of the 
United States to the world, at 
New York recently, Dr. Jenks 
said he fels that the Peace Con- | 
ference waa likely to be decisive 
on many poiats,and that the fate 
of practically all uations woald 
be very materially affectad by its 
decisions. 

“The United States has already 
assumed vertain special reepansi- 
bilities,” said Dr. Jenks. “Not 
only lees the fact that our great 
_[army and navy, with the tremen- 

dons mural ‘effect that their 
possession = exerts, inpose 4 
responsibility upon us,.bat we 
canner ignore the fact that 
our country, through | Pre 
sident Wilson, before — the 
close of the war was very active 
in suggestion, and that the Pre 
sident’s suggestions rere formally 
accepted by the Central Powers 
ami assantet to by the Allies. 
Sinve no other nation had »0 
much ts do with laying the basis 
for discussions at the Peace Cor- 
ference as did America, through 
its President, we cannot, if we 
would, morally shift the” respon- 
sibility. 

‘“\Acain, there has been ne 
other figure in the Peace Coa- 
ference, if we may trast the 
newspaper reports, that bas been 
-O active and Bo very Insiztent 
opon bis views, nob except Pre- 
mier Clemencean, as has 
President Wilson.
